mass meeting of the Now York Peace 
society and the People's Institute, held 
hero last night- 
The.vast armaments tend to promote 


a spirit of rivalry among nations to 
excel each other, said Mr. Tawney. 


"When it was heralded 
about 
the- 


world that England 
had 
launched 


battleship of 18,000 tons, 3000 tons in 
excels of our then largest battleship, It 
seemed'advisable to submit to congress 
a supplemental estimate for a 20 000 
ton battleship. As a conclusive argu- 
mcntjn support of the authorization of 
~!such a ship our ch'ier executive at that 
.time (Theodore Hoosevett) said to me: 
'I want to be a>le to say wherj I go out 
of office that I have authorized 
the 


construction of the biggest battleship 
the wor|d has ever Been' 
Allhougn 


congress'at that time did nothing more 
than authorize the preparation ol plans 
for a battleship of that size, at its next 
session, under tho pressure of a manu- 
factured Japanese war scare, It pro- 
'vided for the ships. But before the ad-

naughts and in order to gratify a per-

CAPE 
COD CANAL 


The seventeen lives lost on the Peaked Hills bar this week would have 


been saved if tho Cape Cod canal were open to traffic. Already a mile of it 
lias been excavated, and it is quite probable that another year will see 
the great work so far advanced that some ships can pass through. It is 
intended to have the canal wide enough and deep enough for war vessels 


to pass through.

great value of this canal, and have led a good many to inquire why it was 
not built before. It will help Boston, and Boston apparently needs com- 
mercial help to biing it up to what it should be as a port. At present 
it cannot compare in any respect to the port of New York in the volume of 
business and its importance as a terminal for great commercial lines.

In both cities, too, there seems to be a 
very general willingness to cut away from party lines in municipal affairs 
in order to test the claims of those who insist that with the elimination 
of the party designation \ve can have better results in city politics. The 
friends of good government are willing to concur in any chnnge of this 
kind, willing in fact to adopt any course that offers a reasonable guarantee 


;~of better government. 


•.- sWhat the city of Lowell wants is a government that will conduct the 
city's business on business principles. The people are tired of the double- 


- headed city council that results in so many wrangles, bo many deadlocks 


and such discouraging delay of business. When both branches have got 
tired wrangling over any point of difference, they rony como to au agree- 
ment that wj|l.be unacceptable f.o the mayor.

The provisions of the proposed charter as wo understand it would

THE 
CAPE 
COD CANAL 


The seventeen lives lost on the Peaked Hills bar this week would have 


been saved if the Cape Cod canal were open to traffic. Already a mile of it 
1ms been excavated, and it is quite probable that another year will see 
the great work so far advanced that some ships can pass through. 
It is 


intended to have the canal wide enough and deep enough for war vessels 


to pass through. 


During the great storm of December 15 quite a number of vessels took 


refuge in the canal while eleven vessels were wrecked ofi the cnpe. 


• The experiences of the past year have demonstrated most forcibly the 


great value of this canal, and have led a good many to inquire why it was 
not huilt before. 
It will help Boston, and Boston apparently needs com- 


mercial help to bring it up to what it should he as a port.

two darts at each side of the front. 


The ones nearest the center front 
should be very little more than half an 
Inch in depth at the'widest part and, 
of course, taper off ,to nothing above 
and below. The second darts can bo 
as deep'as necessary. It is in these 
that all superfluous fullness must be 
taken up. 


If, however, you are very broad 


across the bust and very small waisted 
in comparison It is sometimes neces- 
sary to deepen the darts nearest the 
center front a little .more, but this docs 
not often happen. Suppose that your 
bust Is thirty-six inches find your 
waist measurement only twenty-two 
inches, not by,any means an unusual 
occurrence, you are not a "stock" size 
and so cannot get a paper, pattern that 
will lit both your waist and bust.

When the other members of the de- 
partment learned of the activity of the 
captains they felt that they were en- 
titled to a similar raise inasmuch as 
lieutenants were getting 
ten cents a 


day. less than the captains and the reg- 
ular men getting 25 cents less than the 


captains. —"When-the regular men sent 
in, their petition the call men were not 
slow and they decided that as they re- 
sponded to many alarms that their pay 
should.be increased from 5200 per year 
to $250. 


At "a recent meeting of the board of 


engineers representatives of the regu- 
lar and call men conferred with the en- 
gineers and urged a general Increase of 
25 cents per day for the regular men 
anrt an increase of 550 per sear for the 
call ;men.

The' board consldered-the matter-and 


finally voted to include the increase in 
the estimate which is to be submitted 
to the committee on appropriations 


At the present time the captains re- 


ceive 33 per day, the lieutenants $2.90 
and the other firemen 52.75 per day, 
while the call men draw $200 per year.

THE 
CAPE COD 
CANAL 


The "seventeen lives lost on the Peaked Hills bar this week would have 


been saved if the Cape Cod canal were open to traffic. Already a mile of it 
has been excavated, and it is quite probable that another year will see 
the great work so far advanced that some ships can pass through. It is 
intended to have the canal wide enough and deep enough for war vessels 
to pass through. - 


During the great storm of December 15 quite a number of vessels took 


~ refuge in the canal while eleven vessels were wrecked off the cape.

great value of this cunal, and have led a good many io inquire why it was 
not built before. It will help Boston, and Boston apparently needs com- 
mercial help to bring it up to what it should be as a port. At present 
it cannot compare in any respect to the port of New York in the volume of 
business and its importance as a terminal for great commercial lines.

properly. That is all the guarantee that any charter can offer, and in oar 
opinion the voters should he anxious to get such power placed in their 
hands, in order that they can hold the whip-hand at all times over their 
elected officials. At the present time a great many men are unwilling; to 
run for public office because as things go most men are afraid to get mixed 
iu the wrangles, the brawls and the charges that arc inseparably ..con-: 
uected with elections and office-holding generally. It is hoped that under 
the new charter the political atmosphere will be cleared and purified so 
that no man need be afraid of losing his reputation or his standing in the 
community by running for public office.
